[0002] Proposed claim 1 recites (in part): 

generating graphical objects using a first group of 
services, therein ifte first group of services inciudes a 
service that det&-mines a l^^avior of the grapitical 
objects 

[0003] In contrast, the primary reference (Smith) describes a 
programming interface which enables a programmer to specify applications 
such as web services. The programming interface of Smith also includes a 
plurality of groups of services. Services that you cited include those enabling 
drawing of objects and security. Also, Smith mentions that the use of XML 
and HTML. 

[0004] In rejecting claim 9 - the features of which are now 
incorporated in claim 1 - you cite paragraph 30, lines 4-8 of Smith, which 
simply mention the well known XML language. I submit though, that the 
mere mention of the well-known XML language does not teach or suggest a 
service tfiat determines a befiavior of the graphical objects. XML 
is not a service. Further, the portions of Smith cited by the Examiner as 
disclosing the first group of services - System. Drawing and System. Web.UI - 
are not described in any greater detail than their mere names. And nothing 
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about those names is sufficient in detail to suggest that the named services 
include "a service that determines a behavior of the graphical objects" as 
recited in proposed claim 1.
